ABYSSINIA TO CHUNGKING 


Chungking is a long way from 
Abyssinia and. that, irrespective of 
the local activities which caused 
police action, must have created the 
@oubt and bewilderment in the minds 
of the citizens of this distant Szechuan 
port when eight Abyssinians appeared 
In their midst. Chungking, tapping 
the trade routes and pilgrim tracks of 
China's great north-west, sees many 
types of people but this’ is the first 
time that any inhabitants of the con- 
quered African nation have appeared 
and in such numbers. ‘This journal’s| 
correspondent reports that the party 
visited the city. calling themselves| 
artists, and after a number of elgarette 
‘and rice dealers had experienced 
‘examples of their magle they com 
plained to the police, who are en- 
deavouring to find ways of deporting 
them. The eventual point of deporta- 
tion is a matter of dimculty but it 
will probably be settled in the com- 
mon Chinese style of escorting them 
to the next police district, The 
‘Are. they really’ Abys~ 
? It soems inconceivable that 
of all places of the world a party 
‘of Abyssinians should have found 
their way to Chungking. If they are 
genuine natives of the country—and 
tho ancient trade route across Central 
Asia. to North-West China along, 
‘which Marco Polo plodded was used 
bby the people of a score of countries 
im bygone days—they must have made 
‘a marvellous trek. A possible solution 
is that with Abyssinia in the news, 
‘even in the backwoods of China, it is 
a party of people of Arablan in- 
termixture trying to exploit the 
sympathies of the Szechuanese. 


SOUTHERN ALARMS 


Obscurity seems to hover over the 
developments which have given rise 
to anxiety regarding the situation In 
the South, Denials of any intention 
to embark on hostile operations 
against Nanking have been emphatic- 
ally issued from Canton. In Nan- 
king there has been repudiation of 
plans to put military pressure.on the 
South. Ditieulties in the way of as- 
cerlaining the exact significance o! 
these disclaimers have been present- 
fed by the apparent inability of the 
authorities to gauge the basis of the 
reports which have reached Shang- 
hal and have gone out to the world 
through Japanese agencies. It 

obvious that the Government at Nan- 
King as well as the authorities at 
Canton can hardly be expected to 
give precise information in rebuttal 
of statements before they can be sure 
fof the rango which is covered.

JAPANESE BUTTER 


‘The Japanese commercial invasion 
of England is in full swing, Rubber 
‘thoes, cheap cotton goods, rubber 
foating toys and lifebells for children 
at the seaside have been known for 
a long time. Recently, considerable 
Slam was shown when flag manu- 
facturers revealed that the coro- 
nation celebrations of His Majesty 
hhext Moy are likely to see the country 
tusing Union Jacks made in Japan. 
Now there is a possibility of Japanese 
duller being spread on the English 
slice of bread for the frst consign- 
ment of butter from the Island 
Empire recently arrived. It consisted 
‘of 80 tons and was shipped to Eng- 
and after a number of samples had 
been received and tested. Fifty tons 
is only a tiny fraction of the butter 
consumed in” the country annually 
but, as an official of the National 
Farmers’ Union has pointed out, it i 
a significant quantity for a first ship~ 
ment, although Japan is perfectly 
fentitied to join the list of 20 countries 
which ship butter to England as soon 
jas her dairy herds have beon sul 

ly increased and graded up to 
Standard and production. Since the 
war, Japan has concentrated tre~ 
mendously on dairy farming, buying 
the best pedigree cattle from Eng- 
land, the’ United States and New 
Zealand and the fact that she has 
been able to enter the British market, 
although on a small seale, is a good 

feation of the progress made in 
this direction, Even now there is a 
big trade in cattle between Shantung 
‘and Japan but for high-class dairy 
herds Japan has gone ‘much farther 
faflld “and the result is now the 
‘commencement of exports in this line.

‘The Generalissimo expressed the conviction that the authori- 
ties of Kuangtung and Kwangsi would not declare independence| 
of the Central Government and that they would not pursue an| 


independent foreign policy. He 
and Kwangsi leaders would not 
Government as an alibi to start 

Gen, Chiang sald there has been’ 
little ‘misunderstanding between the 
Central Government and the Kuang- 
lung and Kwangsi provinces, He 
denied that during their recent trip 
to Canton, party. and politieal pro- 
lems were brought up for discussion 
between the Central delegates and the 
South-west leaders, 

‘The real situation in Kuangtung and. 
Kwangsi at present is little known, 
sald Gen, Chiang, but common sense 
{ells us that there could be no ground 
to believe that the Liangkuang uu- 
thorities have made plans to mobilize 
thelr troops. 

‘Referring to the diplomatic policy’ 
of the Government, Gen, Chiang 
reiterated that questions of declaring 
‘war and negotiating peace must rest 
in the hands of the Central Govern- 
Inient, Members of the Central Gov- 
‘ernment, however, are now preparing 
to propose to the Standing Committee 
of the Central "Executive Committee 
to conve scond plenary session 
to review and decide on the polley 
of the Government. 

‘In the beginning of his speech, Gen. 
Chiang expressed. the riot of the 
nation over the death of the late Me. 
Hu Han-min which robbed the Kuo- 
mintang of Its leader, Singe the 
deihlae of Mr, Hu, he sold, the Central 
Government determined to give every 
consideration to the opinions and 
polltieal stand of the Kuanglung and 
Kwangsi comrades in accordance with 
the declared potiey at the late Mr. Hu, 

Demands Denied 

‘The Generalissimo then emphatical 
ly denied the rumour that the Centra 
Government presented five demands 
to the South-west through its 
delegation while they were in Canton. 
‘It was contrary to the Chinese sense 
of propriety to talk about Party and 
politcal affairs on such a solomn 
Secasion,” said Gen, Chiang, “and 
only those who do not understand 
the nature of the Chinese people. 
thelr history, and their ethleal coxt- 
options would spread such baseless

in China, 

‘Asserting that during the present 
national crisis, when national unity 
{sa paramount concern to all, no 
divergent opinions eannot be com- 
promized and no questions cannot be 
openly and frankly diseussed, Gen. 
Chiang then took the recent ‘sense 
tional news. reports disseminated + 
the Japanese Domel News Agency 
to China, 

While admitting that the Ce 
authorities are stilt not exactly clear 
of the real situation existing in 
Kuanglung and Kwangsi, Gen, Chiang 
singerely believed that the spirit of 
national salvation and a desire for 
hatlonal solidarity of the South-west 
Teaders are in direct accord with 
those of the Central Government. 
Gen, Chiang refused to believe the 
weusations which are levelled against 
them by the foreign press. He also 
refused to take seriously the report 
{iat the “Southwest have prepared 
independently to mobitize thelr forces. 

Concerted Action Needed 

Gen, Chiang made It clear that in 
deciding on the foreign policy of the 
Government, concerted action is 
necessary. Especially in the matter of 
declaring war and peace, whieh con- 
ferns the life and death of a nation,, 
TU'must be decided upon’ by. the 
Central “Government. In other 
words, it cannot, and must not, be 
ecided vy several. military Teaders 
‘or by local authorities. Since the 
comrades of “the Liangkuang pro- 
vinees are the eitizans of Chin who 
have played significant parts in the 
history of the Kuomintang, he did 
foot believe in the recent groundless 
rumours. 

Reminding the nation that the 
foreign, as well as domestic, policies

‘Nanking thus far. In accordance with 
the organic law of the Central Kuo- 
mintang, the Central authorities were 
now preparing to propoze to the 
CEC. Standing Committee to con- 
ene a second plenary session. 

‘At the coming session, Gen. Chiang 
explained, CEC, members would be 
afforded ‘a chance carefully to de- 
Uberate over the present situation 
confronting the nation, to study the 
Political reforms instituted by the 
Government during the post’ halt 
year, and to decide on the future 
Policy of the Government. 

Since the fortheoming session would 
be of such grave importance, Gen. 
Chiang hoped that the Kuangtung 
‘and Kiwangst comrades would attend 
the meeting in full force. 

Concluding his speech, Gen. Chiang 
told his audience and the nation that 
in the course of the Chinese Revolu- 
lon, countless foreign and domestic 
‘obstacles had been in its way.

were designed to bring about armed resistance against Japan, 

“In this hour of national crisis," he added, “no one in China,

Mr, Liu declared that the military preparations in South China 
were aimed against Japan, The South-west authorities, he added, 
were now fully prepared to resist the Japanese, and the troops 


were ready to go to the front. 

‘The troops, however, he slated, 
were awaiting orders to advance from 
the Central Government, which, in 
the opinion of South-west officials, 
should take the lead in the move. 
‘ment to resist Japan, 

‘There was no necessity of ‘Chia 
formalty declaring war against Jap 


thorities "were merely urging the

Japanese spokesmen have been at 
fault in permitting themselves to 
make provocative utterances, secure 
in thelr reliance on the’ armed 
argument, ‘They too may be in- 
vited to look ahead and consider 
the ultimate effect of creating a 
wall of hatred between China and| 
Japan, Similarly, in depreeating 
talk of armed resistance to Japan- 
‘ese demands it is appropriate from 
General Chang Chun's statement to 
derive encouragement for a con- 
structive policy of Sino-Japanese 
friendship. To that end inflamma- 
tory appeals to extreme nationalism 
with the object of stirring up 
hatred against Japan are to be 
deplored. ‘The two countries are 
mutually interdependent—the idea 
found support from Mr. ¥. Suma 
albeit in-a most unhappy mood— 
and their geographical proximity, 
cultural tles and economic require- 
‘ments point inevitably to the need 
for cultivating workable relation- 
ships. It is true that Japanese| 
methods have not appeared to facl~| 
litate attention to this need, but 
General Chang Chun’s plea may, in 
due course, bear fruit if wiser 
counsels obiain the ascendancy in 
‘Tokyo, The Government of China| 
has, as General Chang Chun's speech. 
showed, striven to promote a 
policy ‘of coneiliation with the 
object of bringing the better mind 
of Japan to the fore. It should 
persevere in that endeavoiir, how- 
ever difficult and invidious the 
attendant conditions. Nothing! 
could aggravate China’s plight more 











dangerously than the adoption of 
the attitude of being willing to 
wound but afraid to strike. 

‘The duty of China's statesmen 
at this moment is to look to the 
future, to safeguard the rising| 
generation which should not be 
imbued with hatred of Japan but, 
rather encouraged {o see in Japan 
‘a neighbour whose difficulties have 
to be . sympathetically studied 
and whose co-operation—despite 
‘the unsatisfactory record of the 
immediate past—is worth having. 
‘This policy has the practical merit| 
of ridding China of any ground for 
self-reproach. It may be pursued, 
side by side with the consolidation 
of national unity. The process 
may be difficult to perfect in the 
face of the rebuffs offered by’ 
Japanese militarists, but arrogance 
battens on pinpricks and is liable 
to be discomfitted by unruffled and 
persistent goodtemper. ‘The rela~ 
tions which General Chang Chun 
seeks to establish with Japan are 
scoffed at by certain. Japanese 
spokesmen at the moment. ‘That 
altitude can hardly be adopted by: 
‘the more responsible exponents of 
Japanese policy. It may be argued 
that the truculence which finds so 
frequent an expression in Japanese 
actions in China is really born of 
fear, ‘That fear cannot be allayed 
by progressive encroachment on 
China's soil. So in the long run 
Japan will be bound to adopt the 
formula put forward in Nanking 
and seek ,the friendship of China. 
on terms of mutual respect. It. 
would be unfortunate if that solu~ 
tion of the two countries’ differences. 
were retarded by a shortsighted 
cultivation of the arid gospel of 
hatred—the bane of the world’ 
peace to-day. China, no less than 
Japan, should resolutely abjure 
suspicion and mistrust. ‘The pres~ 
ent impasse offers nothing but 
misery and disillusionment to those 
who refuse to extricate themselves! 
from its deadly grip. 








QUESTIONS TO CANTON) 


June 8, 
Disregarding the peradventures 
‘of Japanese news agency reports let 
the plain tale of statements made by, 
Canton leaders suffice to expound 
the situation in the South and 
particularly the relations between 
sst_ Political Council] 
‘The official Kuang-| 
tung news agency has declared that 
the Kuangtung and Kuangsi military 
forces are “ready to move at any| 
moment.” Dr. Lo Wen-kan who is, 
‘advising the Council on foreign af- 
faire—a_ subject in which he has. 
had considerable experience as a 
former Foreign Minister at Nan- 
king—declares that the Couneil has} 
advocated “national resistance 
against Japan” but does not intend 
to make war. 
marks Dr. Lo Wen- 
defence and must not be confused 
with war." General Chen Chi- 
tang endorses the views of the 
circular telegram recently issued 
by the South-West Political Council, 
has renamed his forces the “First 
Group Army of the Anti-Jupanese 
National Salvation Force” and | 
abides “by the will of the people| 
who now ask for armed resistance 
against Japan.” General Chen. 
confirms the issue of a proclamation 
“urging war against Japan” by the| 
Kuangtung and Kuangsi generals. 
General Feng Yu-hsiang, speaking 
for the Central Government, de- 
clares that reports of impending | 
movements of troops against the| 
South are “ridiculously mis- 
chfevous"” and believes that rela~ 
tions between Canton and Nanking 
are becoming “more and more’ 
cordial.” ‘The spokesman for the 
South-West Political Council in- 
dicates that the measures taken 
by Canton merely convey a. 
request that Nanking should “lead 
the nation in resistance against 
Japan” and states that “any order| 
for actual mobilization, or the 
launching of an expedition against 
the Japanese in North China must, 
come from the Central Govern- 
ment.” It will be seen that both 
parties repudiate the idea of civil 
war, Beyond that it is by no means| 
easy to assess the exact significance 
of the trend of events. 

General Chiang Kai-shek, as head 
of the Central Government, has 
maintained a discreet silence. He 
Is probably of the opinion that his| 
continued presence in Nanking af- 

































fords the best contradiction of the 
sinister designs attributed to him. 


He may be doubtful of the manner! 
in which advice is tendered to him 
{from the South, Expression of the| 
view that the Central Government, 
should take active measures {o| 
check Japanese encroachment in| 
the North might be firmly made 
without indulging in the dramatic 
establishment of the Canton forces| 
‘on a war footing. ‘The position of! 
Kuangsi is equivocal. That prov- 
ince is reputed to have had Jap- 
anese advisers and it seems a 
little surprising that it should 
therefore commit itself®to the 
view that armed action against 
Japan is desirable. Moreover the 
Suggestion that the Kuangtung and 
Kuangsi forees are “ready to move 
at any moment” neither tallies with, 
Dr. Lo Wen-kan's denial of bellicose 
ambitions nor takes into account 
the distance between those prov- 
inces and the actual location 
of the supposed enemy troops. 
‘Once it be admitted that certain 
concentrations of armed forces are 
‘on the move with the declared 
intention of eventually engaging] 
the invaders in the North, a state 
of war has been created. Is it 
reasonable to assume that the nation 
against whom this hostile advance 
is directed would fold hands and| 
placidly await the end of the long 
trail from Kuangsi to Hopei? If 
this advance were considered to| 
justify immediate action by Chinese| 
forces already nearer tne striking 
point, would the provinces through 
which the Southern troops would | 
normally pass be appropriately 
selzed of the intentions of their 
temporary visitors? These ques-| 
tions seem naturally to arise for 
Nanking’s consideration as they 
‘emerge from the various pronounce-. 
ments and actions in the South. 

Looked at from all points of view. 
there is little comfort in this 
Southern gesture. It does not help 
to solve General Chiang Kai-shek’s 
immediate problem of _securing| 
satisfactory diplomatic contact with 
‘Japan. He might be inclined to ask 
his Canton mentors whether, in the 
event of his accepting their pro- 
posal and launching a formal 
campaign of resistance to the 
‘Japanese invaders, he can count on 
receiving the full and unreserved 
support of the Kuangtung and 
Kuangsi forces under a unified 
‘command which, either he solely, 
‘or he and they in approved reunion, 
‘would direct. There is little in the 
history of the relations between 
Nanking and Canton to suggest that 
the answers to these questions! 
‘would be in the affirmative or, if in 
the affirmative, could be given’ 
practical expression. Canton, it is 
understood, has a legitimate pride 
in the achievements recorded by 
fits administration in recent years 
under the virtually independent 
Position accorded by the Central 
Government's policy of “regional| 
tolerance.” Yet, when it comes to 
provision of means for national 
defence, more than independence 
and achievement are required. 
Consultation and co-operation of 
the closest kind are essential to 














the formulation of a considered 
policy in foreign affairs. As 
things are the Central Gov- 


ernment may have to bear the 
brunt of responsibility for bellicose| 
activities started by Canton without | 
being able in the slightest degree 
to use those activities for its own 
protection. General Chang Chun| 
has again affirmed his Government's 
desire to proceed by peaceful] 
negotiation for the solution of Sino- 
Japanese problems. He has been 
‘encouraged by a statesmanlike re- 
Joinder from the Japanese chargé 
Wafaires, Mr. K. Wakasugi, making 
his maiden speech in that capacity. 
Both those pronouncements show a 
properly realist conception of the| 
right method of approach. ‘They’ 
are quite out of tune with the 
irrelevant dissertations on “national 
resistance” now emitted from Can- 
ton. If any good can come from. 
those truly bewildering “gestures” 
of defiance it will consist in their 
Self-exposure as impractical absurd.| 
ities. ‘Troops which are “mobilized 
but do not intend to fight may| 
be wise in their generation, but} 
‘they are apt to create an atmos- 
phere little helpful to serious states 
manship. General Chiang Kal-shek| 
and his colleagues at Nanking 
deserve better treatment at the 
hands of Canton. Perhaps the 
Process of putting all cards on the

TRAGEDY OR FARCE? 
, June 9. 

During the last few days events 
in Canton have developed omin- 
ously for China. The flamboyant 
proclamation to which General 
‘Chen Chi-tang has given his signa- 
{ture and the circular telegram add- 
ressed by him and General Li 
Tsung-jen to various authorities 
either mean nothing or are to be 
taken as accurately reflecting their 
intentions and opinions. If they 
snean nothing they indicate an ir- 
responsibility which must inevitab- 
ly do grave disservice to China, In 
‘the last few months the rest of 
the world has taken considerable 
interest in China's problems and 
shown much sympathy with the 
courageous spirit of self-help which 
the Central Government at Nan- 
king has displayed in grappling 
with the problems of economic re- 
construction and in endeavouring 
to secure satisfactory relations with 
Japan. General Chiang Kai-shek 
has shown a wise restraint in 
meeting the difficulties created by 
the encroachments of the Kwan- 
tung Army in the North. General. 
‘Chang. Chun, in taking over the 
portfolio of Foreign Affairs, has 
appreciated the importance of com- 
ing to a workable arrangement with 
Japan. If the Central Government 
has realized the danger of abandon- 
Ing its conciliatory altitude, even 
Jn the face of strong provocation, it 
‘surely is not unreasonable to expect 
that a provincial authority, how- 
jever independent, should be chary 
of uttering defiances which, by 
virtue of its own geographical posi~ 
tion, it cannot put into practical 
effect without gravely compromi: 
ing those nearer to the point of 
conflict. In those circumstances 
pronouncements such as have been 
lately coming from Canton must 
sorely damage China's moral credit. 
‘They abuse the tolerant latitude 
shown by the Central Government 
to the South-West Political Council. 
They deliberately challenge the 
solidarity of China's national policy 
at a moment of pregnant crisis. 
They appear to seek cheap notoriety 
by the flourish of a spurious patriot 
ism the risks of which fall on other 
shoulders, 

If the Generals of the two South- 
ern provinces seriously intend to 
move their forces in the direction 
of the North for the purpose of 
physically resisting Japanese aggres- 
sion, what possible chance have 
those troops of ever reaching the 
Yangtze? General Li Tsung-jen who 
has been relying on the counsel of 
Japanese Military advisers cannot 
be ill-informed ‘on that technical 
aspect of his alleged purpose. If 
the Central Government were to 
give him every facility for engag- 
ing in the interesting combat which 
he proposes and could do so with- 
out prejudice to its own relations 
with Japan would he really be 
anxious to accept the opportunity? 
He knows—as everyone else knows 
/—that the answer is in the negative. 
But the problem cannot be viewed 
in that light. ‘The Central Govern- 
ment, already heavily embarrassed 
in its discussions with Tokyo, will 
not be allowed to disclaim respon- 
sibility for the divagations of Can- 
ton, however much in fact it has 
been impelled to permit Canton to 
be a law unto itself in domestic 
affairs. It follows logically that if 
the South-West persists in its 
present provocative attitude toward 
Japan, the Central Government at 
no distant date may be called upon 
to answer pointed and awkward 
‘questions through its Foreign Min- 
ister. It is difficult to imagine a 
course of procedure more calculated 
to play into the hands of the most 
Jaggressive Japanese militarist than, 
that which appears to be gathering 
shape in the South-West, The atser- 
tion that the desire is to adopt a 
“united front against Japan” is not | 
impressive, for the Canton leaders 
are putting the cart before the 
horse. A united front is the condi- 
tion precedent to the formulation 
of military measures, if such could 
be effective and desirable. The 
process of attempting to establish 
unity by regional mobilization of 




















‘The South-West leaders disclaim 
any intention of precipitating civil 
‘war. Their aim, admittedly, is to 
galvanize the Central Government | 
into positive military action against 
Japan, They must perceive the 
absurdity of such a distinction

without a difference. To influence 


and expression of public opinion is 
fone thing: to enforce those views 
by the mobilization of forees and 
preparations for their advance into 
2 neighbouring province is an- 
other. It is not dificult to imagine 
the impression which such develop- 
ments are likely to make on Japan- 
ese opinion. While the two factions 
discuss their differences in full 
view of the public gaze, the chiet 
subject of the discussion, in a posi, 
tion of complete detachment and 
freedom of action may be moved to 
take precise measures for safe- 
guarding her interests.

CLEARING THE AIR 
June 6. 

Argentina's . proposal for the 
Abyssinian question to be referred 
to the Assembly of the League may 
be embarrassing to certain diplo- 
matic minds in Great Britain and 
France. - It has, however, the clear 
merit of giving the League the best 
chance of operating without becom= 
ing involved in the maze of doubts 
regarding the course of events in 
western Europe. Discussion of the 
sanctions problem in Great Britain 
has been free and frank, It has 
revealed almost as incompatible

encirclement. The British memor- 
andum {o Herr Hitler takes. pains 
to recognize the good faith of 
Germany's expressed desire for 
peace, albeit it poses certain ques- 
ions ‘to confirm the accuracy of 
the deduction. The unreserved re- 
‘creation of the Stresa Front would 
be regarded as forestalling Hery 
Hitler's reply and refusing to give 
Germany the beneflt of the doubt, 
It is true that Signor Mussolini has 
baldly hinted that rejection of his 
favours may throw him into Ger- 
many's ams, but that ex parte 
suggestion is not so impressive 
without endorsement by Berlin—a 
movement of which no sign has 
been given, 
Germany desires

‘Once again that wicked monsoon 
has shown itself too early and the 
chances are that the climb to the 
summit will have to be abandoned. 
It is suggested that, to defeat the 
oncoming enemy, Mr. Rutledge 
may authorize an attempt by @ 
hazardous route which experts re~ 
wrd_as impossible. Mr, Ruttledge 
Is an experienced mountaineer. 
No-one knows better than he that 
the mountain is inexorable. The 
polo player who takes a desperate 
risk to outstrip a better mounted 
opponent may be justified by the 
event, There is no “give” in 
Everest. Mallory and Irvine 
tragically proved that point in 1924. 
It is most unlikely that Mr. Rutt- 
ledge will fall into the same error. 
He and his colleagues are pre~ 
pared to face the hardships and 
dangers and risks of climbing the 
Himalayan heights. They will not 
deliberately invite an impossible 
lengthéning of the odds, even 
though disappointment at the 
sudden turn of the weather may 
greatly overwhelm them. On May 7 











| the Expedition had reached and 


established Camp. III at 21,500tt., 
not far from the foot of the North 
Col, Acclimatization of all mem- 
bers except one had been com- 
pleted. ‘The weather seemed to be 
promising and conditions favour- 
able. Hopes that the Expedition 
‘would accomplish its task must 
hhave been encouraged, especially as 
the earlier organization of the pre- 
liminary stages of the Expedition 
had put the climbers in a good 
assault, 
Like the Indian Budget, in 
Kipling's day, the conquest of 
Everest is a gamble in rain. ‘The 
Norton Expedition of 1924, n= 
provided with adequate metcorolo- 
1 information, was deceived 
Into the belief that the monsoon 
had broken and so unnecessarily 
expended valuable energies in 
racing the weather. This exhaus- 
tion “of physical strength had 
much to do with that gallant 
failure. As it was Norton and 
Somervell reached 28,000 ft. where 
the latter collapsed and Norton, 
going on to a point just over 28,100 
ft, had to make a desperately dan- 
gerous return suffering from snow- 
blindness. In 1933 weather experts 
accompanied the Ruttledge Ex- 
pedition and made most valuable 
observations. Apart from the ques- 
tion of the monsoon, there is also 
the problem of the weather round 
Everest itself. Data have been 
collected but more will be required 
before really reliable conclusions 
ean be formed thereon. Still the 
main issue is whether that mon- 
soon has broken in India. Every 
year premature telegraphic reports 
give rise to inquiry and meteoro- 
logical oficials are believed to have 
ready to hand a formal statement 
which annually they have to give 

















to the importunate journalist in 
affirmation of the scientific fact that 
there is no “little monsoon” (chota 
bursat)—a deep-rooted popular 
belief which conveniently explains 
the premature announcements. 
Whether the Everest Expedition | 
thas thus been unnecessarily alarmed 
cannot be judged, but the assump- 
tion is that its ' weather experts: 
would protect it against vulgar 
error. Mr, Hugh Ruttledge has not 
een an Indian Civilian for nothing. 
‘Success in reaching the summit| 
‘depends on the climbers established 
‘Camp Vi—say 27,400 feet—being | 
able to have one or two days of 
‘snow-free rocks and calm weather. 
‘The problem may be summed up 
in Dr. 8. N. Sen's words: 
‘A Himalayan expedition is not 
undertaken in the winter months, 
for obvious reasons. ‘The perpe- 
tual snow-line Js about 15,000 feet 
above sea-level, and the glaciers 
descend to about 12,000 fect. The 
prevailing ow temperatures and 
the frequent westerly or north- 
‘westerly. blizzards associated with 
Snowfall make all human attempts 
‘on Himalayan peaks impossible, In 
‘April, May and June, owing to the 
‘effects of the rapid insolation of 
the great Indian plains extending 



















cipitations the Himalayan 
ranges, in the absence of disturb- 
fnces.” The frequency of fogs and 
Tow clouds also decreases in these 
months, Mountaineers, therefore, 
Took forward to one of these brief 
spells of fine weather before the 
‘advent of the monsoon. 
Reuter's report of the severity of 
‘the monsoon conditions seems to 
indicate that the Expedition cannot 
rely on the possibility of finding a 
spell of fine weather for the final 
assault, In 1024 when the nearest 
‘approach to success was made the 
monsoon did not arrive until the 
middle of June. In 1933 it broke 
earlier and was active at the end 
‘of May so that snowfall rendered 
the slabs near the summit unclimb- 
able. No wonder the Tibetan gods 
are confident of their power to 
protect their mountain. Even when 
human foresight and determination 
have equipped the Expedition with 
the requisite physical fitness, climb- 
ing skill, and courage, the decision 
still rests with the ‘weather—the 
vagaries of the monsoon and the 
whims of the special brand of 
weather which Everest preserves 
for itself in those last two thousand 
feet. ‘The Rutledge Expedition 
may yet achieve its desires, but 
the information vouchsafed in the 
cables cannot be described as 
favourable for the reasons thus 
briefly stated. 














BROAD PRINCIPLES

of his arguments have been 
presented already in these columns. 


His thesis need not be endorsed by| 
this journal in every point of detail| 
but in its general approach to the| 
subject it is deserVing of serious! 
study. It serves too as a compact 
summing up of the question and 
may usefully be examined in that} 
light, In particular the suggestion 
that the Counell should consider the 
possibility of regrading its appoint- 
ments in order to effect economies| 
in the grant of passages, exchange 
compensation and leave goes a long| 
way to meet ‘the contentions of 
some critics, As this journal ' 

already pointed out the existin 
‘scales of salaries were framed 
recently as 1929 when a specially 
‘appointed Commission made in- 
Jauiry and recommendations thereon, 
‘That Commission was composed of 
leading business men who could be 
trusted not to neglect the public 
interest, coinciding as it did with 
their own. In other words they’ 
would not be likely to support ex~| 
travagance in staffing the Municipal| 
offices because it would have a 
direct effect on their own busi- 
nesses, it being well understood that

Circumstances, admittedly, —are|

principles on which its predecessor| 
confirmed the Council's staffing] 
policy. For example, it would| 
probably demur to any proposals; 
which could be regarded as inimical 
to the maintenance of a contented, 
independent, efficient and upright 
civil service. Bitter experience 
elsewhere shows that where those 
conditions do not exist, the 
resultant cost to the public is i 
calculably great. ‘The ability of the| 
Council's officers in effecting! 
economies during the present period| 
of depression rests in no  small| 
‘measure on the general excellence 
of the service at their command, 
While supporting the suggestion 
of regrading, this journal feels that, 
the essential requirements of a 
public or vivil service should be| 
again emphasized. It is axiomatic’ 
that the security defined for that: 
service is more rigid than that of- 
fered in commereial pursuits. Much. 
is made of the salary “cuts” 
effected by the British Government| 
in 1931, but now restored, With 
‘out entering into discussion of the| 
difference between the acute finan-_ 
cclal and economie crisis of that year| 
in Great Britain and the present 
depression which has not yet forced | 
the Council to raise the taxation 
to the normal rate prevailing be- 
fore 1930, it may be pertinent to) 
note that those “‘cuts"—dictated 
less by financial than by political 
‘considerations—are now held by 
many people to have been unwise 
and to have had'on the service an 
adverse effect. It outweighed the|

‘only now being rectified by the| 
gradual restoration of public confi 
dence, to which the conviction that 
the precedent will not be followed 














has made important contribution. If' 
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the British civil service with its 
vast resources and exceptional 
prestige is thus affected by an 
arbitrary variation of conditions of 
appointment, the Shanghai Muni- 
cipal Council, far less advantage~ 
ously placed, has every ground for 
caution in| considering such a 
device.

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THE BUDGET LEAKAGE 
Deep regret at the tragic ter~ 
mination of Mr. J. H. ‘Thomas’ 
hiltherto creditable political career, 
will be tempered by’ the knowledge 
that the leakage of Budget secrets 
due to no derelection of duty on 
the part of the permanent civil ser~ 
vice.

Holding that Sir Frederick | Leith 
Ross, British economic expert, had

Arita, Foreign Minister, on June 9, 
‘and he may also meet Dr. Eiichi 
Baba, Finance Minister, although no 
formal arrangements for this inter 
view have yet been made. 

During his extensive travels in 
China, Sir Frederick, in the opinion 
of local Army eireles, has gained a 
cep insight into the situation in 
that country and has readjusted, in 
the light of his findings, his eoncep- 
tion of the power wielded by the 
Nanking government over the coun- 
try. ‘He is also credited with having 
obiained a better realization of the 
articular features of Chinese local 
‘administrations,

Although a drastic reduction in the 
Chinese tariff schedule would be the 
‘most effective way to put an end to 
‘smuggling in North China, the Nan- 
king Government would find it aim.

CAPITAL PUNISHMEN' 
FOR ADDICTS 


New Anti-Opium Laws Come 
Into Force 


Nanking, June 3. 

Capital punishment. is provided in 
the Provisional Anti-Oplum Law pro- 
‘mulgated by the National Government 
to-day. 

‘Consisting of 25 articles in all, the 
law promises stern punishments of 
offenders. Penalties range from death 
‘and Iife imprisonment to fines accord- 
ing to the degree of offence. 

Poppy growing is strictly prohibited 
by the law, while heavy retribution 
awalls any ‘one who resists govern: 
ment agents when destroying poppy 
sprouts, TraMicking, selling, and 
smuggling of poppy seeds and the 
feslablishment af opium dens are likes 
wise forbidden. 
| “Drugs addiets who are found guilty 
* | of opitim smoking for the third time, 
{| the law further” provides, shall be 

subject to the extreme penalty, The 
Same punishment applies to faculty 
members, students and public em- 
playees, who are addicted to the drug 
habit, 

‘Every precaution is provided in the 
aw to sce to it that public employees 
do not take bribes in connection with 
the enti-oplum campaign. Rigid 
punishments of varying degrees are 
Histed in the regulations, 

Even keeping of oplum pipes and 
ther smoking. paraphernalia is not 
allowed ‘by the law. Violators are 
fo be subject to prison term of not 
more than one year, or hard labour, 
for a fine of not more than $500.

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CHINESE PLEA FOR A 
FAIR CHANCE 


‘Mr, Hsu Mo on China’s Love 
and Need: for Peace 


Nanking, Juné 6, 

What China wants and for, 
fs nothing more than a chance for 
further progress and further de- 
velopment, declared Mr. Hsu Mo, 
Vice-Minister for Foreign Affairs, 
in a radio broadcast speech last 
fight on the subject of "China To- 
lay.” 

Aiter eeferring: to the appalling 
desolation wrought by the Com= 
muniss, Mr, Hsu briefly, described 
the Government's determined cam- 
alg against them and the succes 
ful measures taken to rehabilitate 
the former Red Areas, 

“Communism,” he sald, “no longer 
constitutes a’ serious ‘menace to 
China and need not be looked upon 
as a danger to good nelghbourly 
relations by those countries which 
are always solieitous of the welfare 
‘of the Chinese people.” 

‘Outining the achievements of the 
National Government, Mr, Hsu Mo 
mentioned the increase in the mileage 
of railways from less than’ 8.000 
kilometres in 1930 to nearly 13,000 
Kilometres at present. He drew 
attention to the completion of the 
Canton-Hankow Railway and the 
Chientang river bridge as. note 
worthy achievements» in China's 
railway history. 

‘The development of highways and 
transportation was characterized as 
the most remarkable progress ‘made 
by the National Government. in its 
work of reconstruction, 

















Engineering Needs 


‘Mr. Hsu cited statistics to show 
that, up to December last year, 
21,600 kilometres of motor roads 
hhad already been opened to tram, 
that 9,000 kilometres. of new road: 
were now under construction and 
that roads already projected and

‘The new commercial policy of the 
Unlted States of America represents 
the frst bold effort on the part of 
‘great industrial nation to stem the 
{ide of economic nationalism. “Under 
the authority of Congress the Presi- 
dent has the power to negotiate 
commercial treaties by virtue of 
which tariffs may be reduced to the 
extent of 50 per cent. Any such re- 
ductons, moreover, are applicable 
to the goods not only of the other 
party to the treaty, but of all other 
countries Ikewlse under the most 
favoured-nation clause, save ‘those 
held to be discriminating against the 
United States. 

Under these powers nine treaties 
hhave already been concluded, and 
nine others are in course of negotia- 
fon. As a consequence a large 
umber of reductions have taken 
place in American customs duties, 
those in the Belgian Treaty, for in 
stance, varying from 16 to 50 per 
ent, in amount. The increase in 
American foreign trade during the 
last year is no doubt partly the 
Outcome of this - policy, which is 
‘making an important contribution to 
Improving the position both of the 
United States as a creditor country

‘This courageous lead on the part 
of 40 great an cconomlc unit as the 
United States may perhaps mark the 
Beginning of the “clearing of the 
jungle of artificial obstacles which 
stand in the way of full recovery. 


‘Test of Recovery is Soclat 


‘What is perhaps most encouraging | 
Js the steady penetration of the 
notion that the real test of economic 
tecovery Is to be found in the level 
of social well-being. It is no longer 
by stockeexchange quotations or by: 
statistics of production or by trade 
returns that progress Js now judged 
‘50 much as by the number of per~ 
sons out of work. 

‘When all has been said, unemploy- 
ment still remains the crucial test of 
‘conomie and social policy. A com- 
munity which ‘has failed to enable 
all ils citizens to contribute by thelr 
‘work to thelr own well-belng and 
to the common heritage of the so- 
elety to which they belong has failed 
to solv the fundamental problem of 
statesmanship. It is tolerating not 
only untold distress among indivi- 
‘duals but also a corresponding waste 
In the use of its own human re- 
sources ‘or the development of its 
potential we 

‘it 1s striking evidence of this new 
approach to find the oficial organ of 
the Westminster Bank declaring that 
the Inevitable disadvantages arising 
from the development and extension 
of the social services “are far out- 
Welghed by the beneficial economic 
as well ax social results. ‘Their de- 
velopment has played no small part 
In the Improvement of the general 
standard of living over the past 25 
years. ‘The desirability of the high- 
fest possible standard of general 
welfare is obvious, 

“To lake but the narrowest view, 
there can be no question that our 
comprehensive system of social ser- 
Vices has contributed very greatly to 
the comparative Immunity of this 
country from the more serious co 
Fequences of world economic depres- 
sion." 




















Great Cities Barbarous 


Economists should realize that 
human belngs think, feel and suffer, 
that they should be given other 
things than work, food and leisure, 
that they have spiritual as well as 
physiological needs. And also that 
the causes of economic and financial 
crises may be moral and intellectual, 
We should no longer be obliged to 
faceept the barbarous conditions of 
life in great cities, the tyranny of 
factory and ofice, the sacrifice of 
moral dignity to economic interest, 
of mind to money, as benefactions 
conferred upon us by modern civil- 
lation. 

‘AIL this has contributed to forming 
fa keener and more enlightened social 
‘eonselence, which is bound to exert 
Immense Influence when the tasie of 
economic reconstruction is under- 
taken. Already it is pointing to new 
Uines of development, which are be- 
falnning to bear fruit. For example, 
the nted for better housing as the 
foundation of a healthy nation is 
becoming more generally acknow- 
ledged, 

Tt ls boing realized that the wages 
of the poorest and usually the larg- 
est section of any community are 
insufficient to enable them to hire 
Todgings which conform to modern 
canons of health. As it is impossible 
to raise the general level of wages 
by administrative action, the pro- 
vision ot adequale housing at low 
rents is coming to be regarded as 
public duly in cases where private 
enterprise working for a profit is 








incapable of meeting the situation. 

Great strides have already been 
made in some countrles and, as the 
instances of Great Britain and 
‘Sweden. have shown, the revival of 
the building trade ‘is perhaps one 
of the most effective "methods of 
combating depression and unemploy- 
‘ment. Building programmes initiated 





with a social objective have proved 
of great economle value. 

Tt Is sometimes asked what new 
industries ean be found to create 
fresh avenues of employment, or 
what alternative avenues could be 
offered if the manufacture of arma- 
ments were drastically cut down. 
‘The answer is partly to be found in 
the expansion of house construction 
and the clearance of slums, both in 
cities and in the countryside. 

Feeding a Public Service 

Another social problem which like- 
wise contains far-reaching economic 
implications is that of nutrition. If 
health is impossible under bad hous- 
ing conditions, it Is even more un- 
attainable without adequate food." A. 
Committee has been appointed by 
the Council of the League, which is 
co-ordinating the work being done in. 
specialized flelds by a committee set 
up by the governing body, by the 
Economie Committee and’ by the 
hhealth organization of the League. 

‘There pre millions of people in| 
every continent whose wages aro 
inadequate to furnish them and thelr. 
children with sufficient food of the 
ight kind. Even if they ean procure, 
enough to satisfy hunger, which Is. 
far from being universally the case, 
‘they are not protected against the 
ravages caused by wronr feeding. 

‘Mere quantitative sumiclency may. 
co-exist “with a whole series of 
‘qualitative defects, any one of which 
may produce the’ most serlous con- 
sequences. Here again it is mani- 
festly impossible as yet to raise 
‘wages to the extent mecessary to 
ensure a reasonable standard of 
feeding. It is being asked whether 
feeding, like housing, should not be 
regarded as a public service. 

Equality and Privilese 

‘The real decision which now con- 
fronts the world Is one of values. 
There can” be no ‘social Yustlee 
without peace. "The moral and 
military ideals are totally incom- 
patible. Higher ethieal and cultural 
standards can only be developed by 
Social and economic progress, to 
which war Is an insuperable "bar. 
‘Under modern conditions the belief 
that prosperity can be promoted by 
‘conquest has been shown to be an 
illusion. Vietory ean only be had by 
undermining the ‘moral, social. and 
economle foundations of ‘our civilizay 
ton. 

‘The world is still struggling to 
avoid the abyss to the brink of which 
it was brought by the last great war. 
‘A repetition would engulf it irre- 
mediably. But, on the other hand, 
peace is mot possible without social 
Justice between nations and between 
individuals. ‘Those whose believe it 
to bo unattainable under the present 
constitution of society or under the 
existing International order are liable 
to become rebels against them. 

‘Only through an equitable organiza- 
tlon of the world's economic life can 
peace and justice and freedom -be 
made secure. For that the sacrifice 
of narrower interests for the sake of 
wider objectives will be necessary, 
for the principle of equality is incon 
sistent "with privileges, whether 
exercised by nations or private: 
Inlerests, at’ the expense of the 
‘general " good of the world com- 
munity. Unless there is a conscious 
fess of moral solidarity among 
nations corresponding to the material 
interdependence by which they are 
now so closely knit together, the task 
of reconstruction is Impossible. 

But if they are inspired by the! 
firm resolve to banish warfare in all 
its forms, whether polltial, military 
‘or economic, a far better and juster| 
clvilization than any it has known 
fs. well within the compass of 
‘humanity. 























WUSIH COCOON CROP 
Frost Oun Owst Constsrowotae 


Wasth, Ku, June 3. 

‘The cocoon crop, which more than 
any other factor determines the 
prosperity of the Wusih district, is 
very good, in spite of the prolonged 
cold damp weather. ‘This large yield 
fof cocoons ‘has occasioned a rise in 
the prlee of mulberry leaves, which 
cost $2 more a pleul than last year. 
Even at that, the leaves are insuM- 
clent and it'is necessary for the 
farmers to mount guard over their 
fields to prevent the leaves trom 
being stolen, 

Nevertheless, the silk market has 
Aropped a good deal, and the price 
‘obtained for cocoons’ is mot propor- 
Hlonate to the increased cost of rals- 
ing silkworms. Some farmers are 
throwing away thelr silkworms 
rather than feed them and lose 
money in the end. Two hundred 
and four cocoon hongs registered to 
‘open on June 6, which represents 
‘about a 20 per ‘cent. increase over 
last year, notwithstanding the dis- 
appointing drop in the market.

Late last year the 1. C: I, plant at 
Billingham, was formally opened, It 
hhas been designed to produce 45,000, 
000 gallons of motor’ spirit a year, 
two-thirds, of which will be recovered 
directly from coal, and the balance 
from tar olls, The capital expendi- 
ture was over £5,000,000. “It has been, 
Pointed out that in Great Britain the 
roftuetion of motor fuel by hydro: 
‘genation ‘of coal did not promise a 
solution of the fuel problem because 
of the large capital involved. The| 
erection of smaller producing units 
would ‘result in greater production 
costs, 

‘The normal demand for Man- 
choukuo is approximately halt the 
capacity of tho Billingham Plant, It 
is interesting to note that for’ the 
lamt to be erected at Ssupingkai a 
capital of less than £300,000 was 
proposed, and the S. M. R, plant 
scheduled for Fushun is to start with

reported that the plan calls for 20,000 
ons of oil a year, ‘The British plant 
costing over five times as much is 
‘Scheduled to produce about 134,000 
tons of motor spirit, 


Production Increasin 

‘These Agures suggest that if the 
Fushun plant equals in effcieney the 
Billingham plant, the S. M. R. can 
‘supply, the present gasolene ‘require- 
ments by a further investment of ap- 
proximately ¥-30,000,000, Meanwhile 
the production of gasolene from shale 
oll at Fushun continues on an ine 
creased seale, Tho capacity was an- 
nounced as over 8,000 tons a year. 
As ‘the oll content of the Pushun 
shale “is low the process is com- 
aratively expensive.

Other British selentists from Aus-

Americans In Siberia

of the Radio Corporation of America, 
who has for years been studying the 
effect of solar activity on radio

“The lonasphere, that region of the 
‘earth's outer astmosphere from wi 
short waves are reflected and bent 
in thelr transit over long distances, 
consisis of several layers whose 
distance {rom the earth varies. These 
layers act differently upon radio 
waves of different lengths.

Untenable Position of Landlords 


Front Our Own Comesroxoext 


Harbin. May 20, 

‘The main topic of talk in Harbin 
concerns the constant stream of Rus- 
slans, both Soviet and emigrant, who 
are leaving for their native country 
every week, this having its effect on 
retail trade, restaurants and theatres. 
During the past few days shopping has 
‘consisted ‘principally of clothing and 
other articles required by those who 
‘are Ieaving Harbin permanently and 
who are spending their money on 
Woods rather than to take with them 
cash, the purchasing power of it 
in Harbin being far above what it is| 
Jn Russia, "The Soviet Consulate Is 
besieged by crowds every day. On 
‘al sides people say that they cannot 
make a living here and their only 
possible solution is to go home and 
assist in developing their own country. 

Furthermore the Bureau for Russian 
‘emigrants insists that every Russian 
firm should discharge its Soviet em-| 
ployees even if thoy have been In| 
service for over twenty years. If the 
Proprietors do not comply with thie 
demand, things are made uncomfort- 
able for them, This demand has. also 
‘been made to British and other for- 
ign firms, and though they do not 
want to comply, they find that they, 
suffer various petty annoyances whicls 
almost compel them to give way. ‘The| 
police are constantly on the watch 
to see whether these instructions are| 
carried out. In some eases foreign 
firms have reluctantly discharged 
food and faithful servants, because] 
they themselves have asked thelr 
employers to do s0, fearing arrest 
‘under some pretext, if they are not 
discharged, 

On the other hand the Japanese 
trading quarter of Harbin Is now a 
blaze of light, lit with lamps superior 
{0 those in any other part of the city. 
‘The municipality have decided to 
spend» more money in lighting up 
other streets in the district where 
Japanese shops are and where Jap- 
‘anese live. Within another year the 
famous Kitaiskaym street will have 
taken a “back seat” a3 a shopping! 
centre, when almost all Europeans 
will have forsaken the city, In re 
staurants and cafes, waiters and 
‘waitresses have been engaged wha can 
speak Japanese, 


‘The Unfortunate House Owner 
Landlords are in a terrible plight in 
Harbin, as year by year the value of 
thelr property decreases and rents 
‘drop while municipal rates have. in- 
creased. Many owners are yeats in 
abeyance, ‘The head of the Municipal 
wrtment thas told the press 
that unless rates in arrears are paid, 
houses will be put up to auetion and 
sold at any price. As there are 
praetteally no buyers excepting Jap- 
anese and they are not keen on buy-| 
Ing, the properties will be sold for 
gong. ‘The Municipality, however, 
slate that If the owner can pay in 
instalments, {t will be possible to come! 
to some arrangement, 

It must be remembered that 
house owners are not now getting 
the income they previously re 
ceived from thelr property and 
therefore, it is doubtful whether 
fan instalment plan will assist, ine 
asmuch as tenants in many eases are 
thenselves months in arrears, The 
following. is an example—a house 
‘whieh was valued at $50,000 five years 
‘ago and for which an annual rental 
of $0,000 was received, is now not 
worth more than $24000 and the 
rental does not reach $2,000, yet the 
rates remain the same and sometimes 
are higher, ‘The president of the 
House Property Owners’ Association 
is calling upon all owners to present 
4 solid front to the municipality and 
‘also to petition the government’ to 
prevent the seizure of property on 
which It Is impossible to pay the 
rates. 

‘Thousands of ‘Trees Damaged 

Reports coming in from all parts of 
the country ‘confirm that the severe: 
‘winter frosts have caused considerable 
damage ta trees everywhere and more 
speclally the fruit trees, Statistics 
show that 18,000 trees died during the 
winter in Harbin alone, 2.500 of these 
being in one street, planted only last 
summer. In many of the country dis 
triels, speclally in the west thousands| 
of trees died and will have to be 
pulled up and thrown away. For 
fruit growers the losses are very:

‘Asan Instance of mail delivery. a 
certain British gentlemen receives a 
cheque from home every month, but| 
ast-month it did not arrive at the 
proper time. He waited two weeks 
‘and was about to cable for remittance, 
when a Russian called on him and 
handed him a cheque which he stated 
hhe had found on the floor of the Post| 
‘Omce, and had been making enquiries 
‘as to find the owner. The letter was| 
a registered one and as the cheque 
had been allegedly found on the floor, 
the correspondence must have been 
‘opened and a means of delivering the 
‘cheque was found, but the letter in| 
which if was enclosed was not 
delivered. It has been the custom 
ff the Post Office to deliver all cor- 
respondence to any person taving 3 
box number, even if only the name

Roads Repaired and Widened: 
Library Constructed 
Font Oun OWN ComesroxDeNt 


Wuchang, May 27. 

‘The health campaign for the sum~ 
‘mer of this year was begun recently 
with a big meeting at which there 
were representatives of many or 
ganizations, private and public. ‘The 
New Life Movement group is taking 
a leading part, The frst days of the 
campaign are being devoted to street 
cleaning; little squads of policemen 
are going round sweeping up and 
disinfecting. Films teaching the ways 
to prevent diseases are also to be 
shown publicly. 

‘The work which is being done on 
the roads still seems to occupy a 
large share of public interest and the 
energies of the provincial govern- 
ment. ‘The plans for the future of 
the city are being elaborated, and if 
they are carried out, there will soon 
be little of old Wuchang left, ‘The 
Long Street in its widened form is 
nearly completed. It is to be paved 
with conerete, Most of the new 
streets are only metalled without tar 
‘or conerete, so that they soon wear 
‘out and are’ very dusty in dry weath~ 
er, ‘The big road which is to rus 
ail round the city, on the site, more 
or less, of the old wall is being built 
rapidly. Many soldiers are being 
used for its construction, 

‘The new provincial library is near 
ing completion, It will be a very 
handsome building; the outside style 
is Chinese. ‘There will be a reading 
oom for about 100 persons; the book 
stacks will be of the most modern 
land convenient type at the back of 
the building; at the opposite end to 
the reading’ room, there will be a 
children’s reading ‘room. It is built 
of conerete throughout. It is planned 
with the utmost economy of space, 
so that it will give full value for its 
cost of about $10,000. ‘They hope to 
hold the formal opening in July. 

‘The open space in the centre of the 
city, the Yuehmachang, has been 
planned as a garden. Four months 
‘ago, it was surrounded by a fence, 

trees were brought and planted 
all round the sides. Turf was brought 
and laid out; a litle hill was made 
in the middie and then removed. 
Only paths were needed to complete 
the garden; but they have not been 
made. ‘The people round have found 
it convenient to make thelr way 
through the fences at the corners and 
to walk straight across, so instead of 
pleasant park we have we don't 
know what, 

‘Manual Labour for Students 

After much discussion, it has been 
decided that all teachers and students 
in Wuchang shall do their manual 
labour for three days of eight hours. 
‘They are continuing the work of 
levelling the wall near the railway 
station. One of the results of the 
first part of the work on the wall 
‘was to stop up all the draifuge from 
inside the wall which carried the 
water into the old moat, Consequent= 
ly in the heavy raing of this month 
and last month, the Chenchiakal_ bo: 
came a Jake for a good part of its 
length, and some of the poor market 
gardeners found all their land under 
water, 

‘The Educational Bure is trying 
to eliminate illiteracy from this eity. 
Students from the middle schools are 
being asked to act as teachers in 
night schools, and good progress is 
reported from many of these. Read- 
ing, a little arithmetic and eitizen- 
ship are the usuol lessons, and sing- 
ing 48 added in some of the schools. 

Also Military ‘Training 

All the students of the first year 
in the middle schools have gone to 
camp for free military training. 
Gen. Chiang Kai-shek spoke to them 
during his short visit to this city; he 
sald that the training was less to 
make soldiers of thom than to teach 
them to be good citizens, ready to 
help all those who were in need, 
‘The students of the rst year in the 
universities have now gone for thei. 
military training too, 

‘At the end of this month there Is 
fo be an athletic meeting with com- 
petitors from all over the province; 
{o give a chance for something more 
than individual or schoo! competition, 
the province has been divided into 
seven districts, each containing 
roughly the same amount of talent, 
and each district has held races and 
‘competitions to select its representa- 
tives, 

Recently students of Wuhan Uni- 
versity gave an entertainment 10 
which many went. ‘They gave three 
short plays, two in Chinese in the 
‘modern style, and one in English, Also 
the girls of S. Hilda's School gave a 
concert in the Boone Library; the 
first part of the programme was sing- 
ing and piano solos, the second an 
operetta, arranged by Miss D. Wake- 
man; it showed a little girl's visit to 























a toy shop in which the toys all came 
to life and danced and sang for her.

BURNT TO DEATH

A tragic fate to-day befell the 
widow and son of General Li Sheng- 
ta, late member of the Central 
Executive Committee and commander 
of the 19th Army, who was 
assassinated by a member of his 
bodyguard on May 30 in Taiyuanfu, 
the capital of Shansi. 

‘Both the widow and her son suc- 
cumbed {o burns sustained while 
attending a service for General Li 
ina temple in Taiyuantu. 

‘While monks were burning goods 
and money in paper efligy for the use 
fof the deceased in the other world, @ 
breeze carried the flames to hundreds 
of paper ‘wreaths and silk scrolls 
honouring the slain general. 

‘A. general conflagration developed 
within a few minutes. The widow 
Jand her son were struggling to remove 
the coffin to a place of safety when 
burning serolls fell about them,

Approximately $24,000,000 in Chi- 
nese yuan will be carried to America 
in the 38. President Taft which salled 
‘on Saturday for San Francisco. ‘This 
is the second consignment of silver to 
Jeave China following the conclusion 
of the monetary agreement in 
Washington between the Chinese 
delegates and the Treasury Depart- 
ment. 

‘The Ast shipment of $16,500,000 lett 
here for America in the s2. President 
Jackson on May 25. ‘It is believed 
that several additional shipments will 
follow. 

About 4,800 boxes containing $5,000 
gach formed Friday's consignment.

SAFETY BUREAU 
BESIEGED 


“Singing Society” in Conflict 
(With Police 


Misunderstanding is believed to 
have been the case of an awkward 
incident at the Shanghal Public 
Safely Bureau's West Gate branch 
on Sunday morning when the office 
‘was besieged by a crowd of 700 Chi- 
nese, claiming to be members of an 
organization called the People’s 
Singing Society, and necessitated 
police action to disperse them. 

‘According to the Bureau officials, at 
10 am. on Sunday, 700 persons belong- 
ing to the soclely gathered at the 
Public Recreation Ground, West Gate, 
to hold a meeting. ‘The West Gate 
Branch had received instructions from 
the City Government the previous 
night to prohibit the gathering as the 
Society had not been registered with 
the proper government office. So 
yesterday morning, the West Gate 
Branch sent about 80 officers to the 
Public Recreation Ground and 
persuaded the gathering to disperse. 

‘According to the version given by 
Bureau's officer, when the offeers of 
the Public Safoty Bureau arrived, 
several persons in the gathering 
shouted “Down with Polce.” An- 
other man spread a rumour that one 
fof thelr leaders had been arrested 
and taken to the West Gate Branch, 
whereupon the crowd proceeded to 
the West Gate Branch and demanded 
the release of their arrested comrade. 

‘The erowd sent two delegates to 
interview the chiet of the West Gato 
Branch and presented two demands: 
the release of the arrested man, or the 
signing of a paper guaranteeing that 
there had been no arrest. ‘The chief 
told the delegates that no one 
hhad been arrested, but the crowd re- 
fused to disperse, singing and yelling 
In front of the gate of the building. 
From 11 am, to about 1 pm, the 
[crowd remained in front of the branch 
Bureau but they finally gave way 
shorily after tiMin time. 

Mr, W. W. Lockwood, secretary of 
the Chinese ¥.M.C.A., told the "North- 
China Herald” ‘that he ‘was the 
foreigner who was present at the 
Public Recreation Ground gathering. 
However, as he left the Ground im- 
mediately after the meeting, he did 
not know what happened after that, 
Mr, Lockwood sald. The meeting 
broke up after going through the 
programme and everything was 
peaceful when he was there, Mr. 
Lockwood said. Questioned whether 
he ‘heard the shouting “Down with 
Police," as alleged by the chief of the 
‘West ‘Gate Branch, Mr. Lockwood 
replied in the negative.

a feeble pretext, According to of 
cials of the French Police, the erime 
bore all the marks of having been 
carefully thought out beforehand, and 
in view of the fact that the men left 
no clue as to their reasons, it is 
thought to have been an act of re- 
venge. 


Mr, Soong Shih-heu, retired com- 
pradore and cotton merchant, ving 
at House 10, Lane 142, Route Remy, 
was informed by a servant shortly 
before 4 o'clock in the afler- 
hoon that two men wanted to 
see him, and that they said they had 
‘an urgent letler to deliver. Mr. 
Soong, who was upstairs at the time, 
went down, and one of the two men, 
both of whom were aressed in foreign 
clothes, handed him a letter, 

He had hardly opened it, however 
when both men drew aulomatie pis 
lols out of their pockets and one of 
them shot direclly at him. ‘There 
was a sudden burst of firing, and 
then both turned and fled. Other 
servants of the house rushed into 
the hall, and found Mr, Soong lying 
on the floor, in a pool of blood. “One 
bullet had ‘penetrated his liver and 
the other his stomach. His wife, who 
had been coming down stairs, lay 
near him, with a serlous bullet wound 
in the head,

started, was hit by a stray bullet 
inthe head, while another maid-

It 
isthe First Flight from Lakehurst, 
New Jersey, US.A, of the Zeppelin 
“Hindenburg”. 

‘For several reasons this leiter, one 
of five received is unique inasmuch 
fas they were mailed on May 7, 1936 
from Culver City, California, the

other letter which was sent out of 
New York on the Bremen made 
exactly the same time from Cali- 
fornia to Shanghai, flying on both 
Continents—23 days.

A Revelation

Sm—Some days ago we had 
eceasion to try to employ as house 
coolie'a likely young lad, perhaps 17 
years old, who has been serving an 
apprenticeship in a small local 
laundry for three years. ‘The owner 
of the laundry was - approached— 
who stated that according to long- 
established custom this lad belonged 
to him for a further period of two 
years—and in any ease the master 
Would not release the lad under any 
‘lreumstances, 

Tt seems such apprentices receive 
food, a place to sleep, and ten cents 
fevery two months as remuneration 
for unlimited hours of work daily. 

‘There must be literally thousands 
of such lads sweated for years on end 
‘with no remuneration—and no hope 
of gelting away from thelr slave- 
driving masters even if an oppor~ 
tunity of advancement should occur.

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NEW YORK LABOUR LAW: 
INVALIDATED 


Washington, June 1. 

In a decision expected ‘to have 2 
profound effect on the future legisia~ 
tive activities of the New Deal, the 
United States Supreme Court’ to- 
day declared unconstitutional the 
New York State law providing for 
the psyment of minimum wages to 
women and children. 

‘The ruling, it was’ generally 
‘agreed, probably doomed any kind 
of State on Federal legislation 
‘alfecting wages and working hours, 
unless a constitutional amendment is 
enacted to overcome legalistic ob- 
Jections, 

‘The majority opinion, written by 
Justice Plerce Buller, was based on 
the Court's ruling in'a District of 
Columbia case, holding that the Im- 
position of minimum wages was a 
restraint of liberty under the Four- 
teenth Amendment to the Constitu- 
tion, 

‘The ruling was another of the 
famous "5-to-4" decisions as four of 
tho Justices dissented. ‘They were 
the “liberal bloo” consisting of the 
Chlet Justice, Mr. Charles Evang 
Hughes, and 'the Associate Justices, 
Messrs, Louis D, Brandeis, “Harlan 
F, Stone and Benpamin N, Cardozo,

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CANADIAN BUDGET A BITTER PILL 


Staggering Financial Picture: Increased Sales Tax: 
Winner of Dramatic Trophy

‘Of these 24.000 were either in em- 
ployment or were living in super 
ized camps, and 36,000 were nomadic. 

"The siatistles reveal that there 
was an excess of males over females, 
and for every 100 male aborigines 
between the ages of 10 and 21 years 
there were only 82 females. 

This Is taken as definite evidence 
of a shortage in the number of 
females as prospective wives. Under 
the tribal system many young fe- 
males are married by the older men 
‘who sometimes acquire more than 
one wife, and it appears that many 
young unmarried men will be un~ 
able to secure partners from among 
the female aborigines who are 
included in this investigation. It has 
been stated that the | full-blood | 
aborigines often prefer to remain 
single rather then contract marriage 
with other castes, Of the full-blood 
aborigines 040 per cent. live in 
‘Queensland, Western Ausiralia and 
the Northern Territory.

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FREEDOM OF THE AMERICAN PRESS 


People Hold It Second Only to the Constitution Itself: 
News Distorted by Columnists 


Front Oux Own Conusrowmext 


Washington, May 5. 

‘The six hundred leading news: 
paper publishers of the United States 
decided at this year’s meeting of 
their assoclation that the freedom of 
the press. one of the dearest of 
America's Constitutional liberties, was 
th danger. Are their fears justifed, 
‘or were they as President Roasevelt 
‘once remarked when publishers were 
Tooking askance at the N R.A news- 
paper code, “seeing bogies under the 


‘When the American citizen sits 
down to compare his lot with that 
‘of his European brother he will frst 
congratulate himself upon his high 
fiving standard, on the fact that in 
the United States a motor car. a tele 
phone and a radio are no longer 
Tuxuries, but necessities. Aman can 
drive up In his Ford to draw. ‘his 
rellet cheque and no one will think 
it unusual. Second in importance he 
‘would at the moment no doubt rate 
his freedom from fear of war, and 
through a hazy amalgam of ‘carly 
school teaching and later newspaper 
Yeading identify free American in- 
stitutions so unlike the undemocratic 
governments of nations in the old 
world as responsible. Third this 
analytical and imaginary American 
‘would congratulate himself on the 
fact that in the United States he was 
‘a. free man and what he did“ 
nobody's business.” 


No Police Card Necessary

"Among the resolutions dealing with 
freedom of the press was one recom- 
mending that eriminal proceedings be 
Started against Senator Hugo Black 
Chairman of a lobby investigation. A 
lobbyist. in the American sense of 
the word. is a man, usually a lawyer 
or an ex-journalist, hired by some 
‘organization to place its views be- 
fore Congressmen. Any organization 
which attempts to influence Con- 
gress is known as a lolfby. 


Committee Demands ‘Telegrams 

‘Very early in his investigation 
Senator Black discovered that since 
Jobbylsts carry on most of their work 
by word of mouth they were very dif- 
ficult to investigate. Then it suddenly 
‘occurred to him that lobbyists used 
telegrams. He therefore told the two 
American Telegraph Companies to 
produce all telegrams which had 
been sent from Washington, or sent 
to Washington from February 1, last 
year on.. The Telegraph Companies 
Fefused. ‘They are, however, subject 
to the Federal Conimunications Com- 
mission and Senator Black enlisted 
the ald of this body.

All “Telegrams sent by the Duponts 
were demanded, ail telegrams sent 
‘By political organizations such as the 
Liberty League or the Crusaders and 
finally all telegrams sent by a num- 
‘ber of newspaper publishers includ~ 
fg ‘Me. Wiliam, Randolph Hearst 
the most powerful newspaper pu 
biisher in the United States. 

‘Mr, Hearst protested and found him- 
self supported by most of his fellow 
Rewspaper publishers, “If informs 
lon, instructions and private messages 
sent to each other by members of a 
Rewspaper staff were to be subject 
to seizure and publication the free- 
dom of the press would be threatened. 
‘Left wing organizations, such as the 
Civit™ Liberties Union, supported 
Hearst on the grounds that if Sena 
tor Black's methods were not check- 
ed ‘some other Committee might 
seize “all telegrams sent or received 
by liberal magazines, the minority 
political parties, progressive and re-

‘The final blow eame when 
the House of Representatives refused 
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to vole the sum Senator Black had 
requested to pay a lawyer to conduct 
the Committee's case against Hearst, 
‘The Senator's case was not improved 
when the lawyer was found to be 
the Senator's former law partner. 
Lobbies Opposed to New Deat 
‘The lobbies (and the newspapers) 
which are being harried by Senator 
Black are those which are opposed 
to the New Deal. Lobbies and news- 
papers in favour of the New Deal 
have escaped. Newspaper publisher 
‘therefore, consider that the Senator’ 
effors amount to an indirect form 
of censorship. He announces in effect 
“Ie you dare to criticize this adminl- 
stration, T shall assume that you are 
vyenal and your motives are sordid. 
T shall summon you to appear before 
my committee ‘where you will be 
questioned about anything I can 
think of which Is 1kely to place you 
ina disereditable light, You will be 
allowed to make no statement in 
your own defence, nor have a legal 
Fepresentative cross-examine you, 
And i€ you object or protest you will 
be elted for contempt 
‘Another threat to the freedom of 
the press is felt by newspaper pli- 
blishers to come from the President 
himself.

The story of her interview with

A distinet atmosphere of depres- 
sion hung over Kalgan, when 
passed through there in the middle 
Of May, due as much to the poli- 
ical, a8 to the business outlook; the 
two, as will be seen, being closely 
related, 

‘The ‘population is sald to have 
notably decreased in recent months 
since the removal of Gen. Sung 
Che-yuan and other officials to Peip- 
ing, Tt Ig estimated to be now about 
80,000, whereas at one time it had 
igen ‘to over 100,000. On the other 
hand there has been a great increase 
in the number of Japanese residents 
who seem to be making themselves 
thoroughly at home in Kalgan, Dur- 
ing the recent year their number 
has grown from thirty to over 200; 
they have opened not only many 
new trading firms, but also about a 
dozen shops which, thanks to their 
favoured status, are making severe 
competition {0 Chinese shopkeepers. 

Heroin Factory Built 


‘AML over the town one sees the 
Rising Sun flying over buildings, 
quite, specially on” the southern 
outskirts along the railway. ‘This 
part of Kalgan, in which stands the 
Tortress-like looking building of the 
Japanese Consulate, they seem to 
Yavour as a kind ‘of future conces- 
sion. Great building activity is go- 
ing on here, not to forget a heroin 
factory, which was specially pointed 
out to'me, a sign of the modernity 
and progress of Kalgan, 

‘They have a military mission 
stationed here, and have laid out an 
air field for thelr planes which not 
infrequently fly over from Jehol on 
“fours of inspection.” But at the 
time of my visit no Japanese (or 
Manehoukuo) troops had arrived. 
‘The Japanese now swarming into 
Kalgan seem to be: a rather 
type, the “colonist element,” as they 
were somewhat euphemistically call- 
‘ed In the early days in Manchoukuo. 
‘There have boen numerous cases of 
‘assaults on both Chinese and for~ 
eigners and repeated street brawls. 

New ‘Taxes Hinder ‘Trad 


Kalgan business has hitherto 
‘always greatly depended on the 
trade with Urea, ie, with Outer 
Mongolia, In recent years this has 
been carried on by a German firm, 
‘Wostwag (Chinese ‘Teh Hua) 
‘and had assumed very considerable 
dimensions from which the whole 
town derived great benef. Recent- 
ly, since the establishment, under 
diveet Japanese control, “of the 
separate Mongolian government at 
Changpe, all sorts of new taxes 
have been instituted which are a 
great hindrance to trade, 

‘The most serious of ail, for Kal- 
gon, is a transit taxon’ goods to 
find from Ouler Mongolia of 11% 
per cent, making business completely 
Impossible, As a result, Wostwag 
have even had {o return to Tientsin, 
for shipment to Mongolia via Viadi- 
‘yostock and the Siberian Railway, 
cargoes that were already lying in 
thelr godowns at Kalgon, This must 
have eaused considerable disappoint 
ment to the Japanese Customs oM- 
clals who had already inspected the 
yoods and calculated the handsome 
Yevenues they hoped to derive from 
the transit taxes, 

"AS it ig extremely. unlikely that 
the government of Outer, Mongolia 
would ever agree to trade directly 
with the Japanese, the latter cannot 
hope to capture the trade by taxi 
other firms out of existence. 
posing these new and ‘excessive 
Qransit taxes which are having such 
‘a disastrous effect on the prosperity 
fof Kalgan, the new Mongolian gov- 
ernment is merely cutting off its 
nose to spite its face. 











Foreign Firms Inspected 


Foreign firms have been inspected 
by Japanese so-called commercial 
and economie missions, either in 
order {o Jearn their business secrets 
for perhaps to assess thelr taxibility 
for future occasions.

Tn some parts Li Shou-bsin’s troops 
make forced requisitions on the in- 
habitants, in other parts they do not. 
And in ‘certain restricted areas a 
policy is being pursued of turning 
the Chinese emigrants ‘off the land 
that they have settled, in accordance 
with the slogan of "Mongolia for the 
Mongolians.” But in none of these 
cases does any clear and definite 
ine of policy appear to be steadily 
pursued. It is suggested that the 
delay in setting up a properly or- 
ganized government with a clear-cut 
policy is because the Japanese are: 
Waiting until they have got controt 
‘of the whole of Inner Mongolia, be- 
fore they establish a real Mongolian 
government. 

Inhabitants Resigned 


From the political, as opposed to 
the economle, point of view the 
population of Kalgan would appear 
to regard the invasion of their ter~ 
ritory. and the loss of Mongolia with 
Fesignation, if not with indifference. 
‘They fecl that the Nanking Govern- 
ment is far away and has defiaitely

‘that these salaries are excessive. On 
that point there is no need to make 
further observations, but, assuming 
such, drastic reduction were carricd 
out, and the officials themstlves were 
content to remain in the service, the 
total effect of the money thus saved 
would be negligible and would not 
relieve the ralepayer of any apprecl~ 
able portion of his burden. ‘Th 
present rate of taxation is as it was 
Feduced in 1930, namely, $14 per cent. 
of the rateable value, a decrease of 
2 per cent. on the previously pre. 
vailing rate, ‘This means that al- 
‘though the Couneil has gone through 
fa period of acute depression and 
has drastically curtailed its expendi 

, even on services which are of 
Aistinct benefit to the public, such 
fas road-widening and other forms of 
construction, it has not yet been 
compelled to raise its rate even to 
the previously norntal figure of $16 
per cent. 

‘The measures which the Council 
has taken in applying principles ot 
retrenchment and curtailment of 
expenditure have not actually been 
fundamental in thelr bearing on. the 
emoluments and salaries of the 
officials; and the results cannot be 
sald to meet the eriticism which has

Tt is clear that the author does 
not believe much in spiritualism 
Jand has delved deeply into the his- 
tory both of this and the allied 
subject of witeheraft. It may be 
that the book will serve a 
juseful purpose if only because it 
Jopens one's eyes to some of the 
more futile believers in Spiritualism, 
but otherwise it is dimcult to see 
to whom the book is addressed, The 
history of the witches and other 
Jeurlous characters that form part of 
the first portion is no doubt interest 
Ing from the point of view of those 
who are unacquainted with this 
subject. Mostly, however, one had 
read of these people in other books, 
where the monotony of reading page 
Jafter page devoted to abnormal 
characters, had been relieved by 
fother historical facts. 

In regard to the spiritualists dealt 
with, only 2 few of the rather more 
notorious quacks are mentioned, and 
though the description of ‘their 
Jeareers would be no doubt of value 
to. anyone taking up this particular 
subject, It Is of little interest to the 
general reader, However, it is clear 
hat there are a large number, of 
persons Interested for reasons best 
known to themselves In this peculiar 
ly futile study, ang to such this book 
can be confidently recommended as 
fa somewhat sane study of the sub- 
ect.

Cold-blooded Murder 

‘The book gives a siceinct account 
lof one of the most extraordinary 
medicolegal cases associated with 
plague. ‘This ‘case wes briefly re- 
ferred to in the “North-China Daily 
News” a few weeks ago, but here 
it is set out from the official records 
‘supplied by Colonel S. 8. Sokhey, 
fof the Indian Medical Service, Direc- 
tor of the Haffkine Institute, Bom- 
bay. Briefly, in 1988 @ certain Yand- 
owner named Amar Pandy died and 
Was cremated, after a doctor had 
carelessly given the death certifieate, 
Fortunately his blood had been taken 
by. a bacteriologist of the School 
‘of Tropical Medicine, and the report 
‘was that death was due to plague, 
Investigation was set on foot and 
in the result his brother and three 
doctors were tried for murder. The 
[brother sand one of the doctors were 
sentenced to death and the other 
two, who were only associated with 
the case by virtue of having given 

a careless death certifica 
facquitted. On appeal to the High 
[Court at Calcutta the death penalty 
was commuted to one of penal ser- 
vitude for life. With all respect, to 
the Caleutta decision it is impossible 
not to endorse the trial judge's com- 
ment that it was a murder “diaboli- 
cally conceived and executed in cold 
rya, the second 
deavoured 
1032, to obtain from the

It was after his return, to 
Calcutta’ that Amar Pandy, walting 
at the railway station at Howrah to 
0 to his village, suddenly felt he had 
‘Been pricked in his upper arm, His 
‘elder ‘brother, Benoy Pandy, told 
tim not to worry as it would not be 
‘anything serious, Three or four days 
later, ‘on hig estate, he suddenly 
became iil, and the result has already 
been recorded, ‘The. motive of this 
terrible erlme was that the two 
brothers Pandy had inherited a land- 
ed estate, the income from which 
was to be equally divided between 
them, and Benoy Pandy wanted to 
et it all by ellminating his brother. 
‘The impression made on reading: the 
case is one of satisfaction that the 
medical research workers were so 
careful in allowing access to their 
organization, ‘They were only de- 
feated by an elaborate plece of 
[deception which was supported by a 
cold-blooded determination to com- 
mit the perfect murder, Apart from * 
the fact that Dr. Bhattacharya was 
himself a medical man, the profession 
asa whole can congratulate itselt 
Jon coming well through the test of 
this murderous conspiracy.
